Washington, May 19.—The sixtieth 
congress will have earned the title of 
a “billion-dollar congress” at its first 
session before adjournment is taken 
at the end of this week. 


It is estimated that the total appro 
priations will reach $1,026,000,000, the 
largest amount ever appropriated at a 
single session. 


The various items contributing to 
make up* this prodigious aggregate 
are; Sundry civil, $120,000,000; legis­ 
lative, executive 
and judicial, $33,- 
000,000; army, 195,382,000; postoffice, 
$221,765,000; 
pensions, 
$163,000,000; 
fortifications, $11,500,000; agriculture, 
$11,642,000; District of Columbia, $11,- 
500,000; diplomatic and consular, 54,- 
000,000; 
naval, $122,662,000; 
Indian, 
$9,000,000; urgent deficiency, $26,000,- 
000; public buildings, $25,000,000; gen­

Confirmation of the report of the 
discovery of tho jewels of the wife of 
Seti II., who was probably the Pharoah 
of tho Book of Ettodus, has been re- 
ceived by the British Museum, Lon- 
don. 


"The discovery of these 
jewels," 
said Dr. Wallis Budge of that institu- 
tion, "Is of the greatest importance, 
and it Is a further triumph for Theo- 
dore M, Davis, the American million- 
aire who is backing the excavation 
In tho Valley of 
the 
Kings 
near 
Thebes, and also for E. R. Ayrton, 
the English Egyptologist whose recent 
luck has earned for him the name of 
'the King finder.' 


"The excavations in this valley are 
being directed by Mr, Qulbell, for the 
Egyptian Government Service des An- 
tiquities. with the greatest care. These 
jewels will not come to England, neith- 
er is there any present 
possibility 
of their leaving Egypt, 
They will bo 
removed to the Cairo Museum. 


"The importance of the find lies In 
this, that, although the actual mummy 
of the Queen has not been found, the 
bracelets of heavy gold, the huge ear- 
rings, the elaborately worked rings, 
and possibly the crown worn by all 
the Egyptian Queens together with a 
host of accessories, will have their 
story to tell of her life a n i history.

If he Is dining at a pub- 
lic place he very likely pays for his 
meal with a check. The system of cred- 
it In England is different from tkat in 
tnis country, and the mere fact that a 
man has an account In a bank 
serves 
to give him standing. 


"One cannot open an account with ^ 
bank in England merely by carrying 
money to the bank and depositing It. 
He must have two first class refer- 
ences before a bank will accept his 
accx)unt, and when reference is given 
It means that the person 
giving 
it 
would endorse or stand for the person 
to whom it Is given. 


"A reference In 
England 
means 
more than a mere phrase. Checks on 
banks In England cannot be obtained 
for the mere asking, and a man must 
have an account in order to get checlcs 
from any bank. They cannot be picked 
up on bank 
counters 
or 
In public 
places, 


"Private accounts In English banks 
are not accepted unless they are paid 
for, the general charge being £10 a 
year. There are one or two banks In 
England which discriminate so care- 
fully in the accounts they accept that 
when a person Is fortunate enough to 
be permitted to open an account with 
them he can get credit in any city in 
England or the continent of Europe." 
—Washington Post. 


Horse That Goes to Church. 


H. B. Smith of this town has a re- 
markable bay horse Muggins, which 
appears do have more religious instinct 
than the majority of animals.

A Scientific 
Man's 
Experiments 
in 


Brewing Different Kinds of Tea. 


Acting upon the 
suggestion 
of the 
Southwark borough council, Dn Tebb, 
public analyst for the borough, has 
made an Investigation into the nature 
of the tea commonly drunk in London, 
and has published his results in an in- 
teresting pamphlet on "Tea and the 
Effects of Tea Drinking." He points 
out that when tea was first introduced 
I into England it was looked upon as a 
I medicine rather than as a beverage. 
In 1657 a merchant named T. Garwey 
published an advertisement sheet ex- 
tolling the beneficial effects of tea, and 
inviting purchasers to taste it at his 
office in the city. The first official no- 
tice Is found In an act of Charles II,, 
In which a duty of 8d. is Imposed upon 
every gallon of tea cold. During the 
18th century the drinking of tea grad- 
ually became fashionable, but it was 
not until wL>ll Into the 19th century 
that Its use became general. In the 
years between 1801 
and 
1810, 
the 
amount of tea annually consumed per 
head of population 
was 
only 
1.41 
pounds; but by 1901-3 it had risen to 
6.10 pounds per head, a quantity much 
In excess of that consumed In most 
continental countries. In some of the 
British colonies, still greater quanti- 
ties are drunk, the amounts In differ- 
ent parts of Australia, for Instance, 
ranging from G.14 to 10.07 pounds per 
head. 


This large consumption of tea must 
unquestionably have its effect 
upon 
the health of the nation; and there Is 
medical evidence that many cases of 
lunacy are to be attributed to exces- 
sive tea drinking. 
The chief active 
agent In tea Is an alkaloid which Is 
believed to be identical with the caff- 
eine in coifee. It Is to this alkaloid that 
tea owes Its stimulating action upon 
the nerves. 
To the other important 
constituent, the tannin, are attributed 
most of the well known Injurious ef- 
fects of excessiv etea drinking. 
In 
Dr. Tebb's experiments to determine 
the proiTortlon of these two substances 
In the tea as drunk in London, infu- 
sions were prepared from 43 represent- 
ative samples of different origin, eight 
grammes of tea being treated for five 
minutes with 600 cubic centimeters erf 
boiling water In each case. The av- 
erage amount of alkaloid found in the 
infusions from Indian tea was 
2.84 
percent, while Ceylon tea gave 
2.64 
percent, and China tea 
2.40 percent. 
The corresponding amounts of tannin 
were 7.43, 7.85, 6.08 percent, respec- 
tively. In similar analyses of the teas 
sold by the four companies supplying 
most of the restaurants In London, In- 
dian teas ylelaed infusions containing 
2.04 to 3.02 percent of alkaloid and 6.03 
to 9.74 percent of tannin; China teas, 
2.15 to 2.51 percent of alkaloid and 3.02 
to 5.85 percent of tannin; and Russian 
tea, 2.30 percent of alkaloid and 5.36 
percent of tannin. These results bear 
out the commonly accented belief that 
China tea usually contains less tannin 
than India teas, and although this is 
not invariably the case, it is easily 
possible with the aid of analysis to ob- 
tain supplies of such tea containing a 
very low proportion of the 
injurious 
constituent—Knowledge and 
Scienti- 
fic News.

London Egyptologist Discusses Find 
of Jewels at Thebes. 


Confirmation of the report of the 
discovery of the jewels of the wife of 
Seti II., who was probably the Pharoah 
of tho Book of Efcodus, has been re* 
ceived by the British Museum, Lon­ 
don. 


“Tho discovery of these jewels/' 
said Dr. Wallis Budge of that institu­ 
tion, “is of the greatest importance, 
and it is a further triumph for Theo­ 
dore M. Davis, the American million­ 
aire who is backing the excavation 
in tho Valley of 
the 
Kings 
near 
Thebes, and also for E. R. Ayrton, 
the English Egyptologist whose recent 
luck has earned for him the name of 
‘the King finder.’ 


“The excavations in this valley are 
being directed by Mr, Quibell, for the 
Egyptian Government Service des An­ 
tiquities, with the greatest care. These 
jewels will not come to England, neith­ 
er is there any present possibility 
of their leaving Egypt. They will be 
removed to the Cairo Museum. 


“The importance of the find lies in 
this, that, although the actual mummy 
of the Queen has not been found, the 
bracelets of heavy gold, the huge ear­ 
rings, the elaborately worked rings, 
and possibly the crown worn by all 
the Egyptian Queens together with a 
host of accessories, will have their 
story to tell of her life ani history.

A Scientific 
Man’s Experiments In 
Brewing Different Kinds of Tea. 


Acting upon the suggestion of the 
Southwark borough council, Dr. Tebb, 
public analyst for the borough, has 
made an investigation into the nature 
of the tea commonly drunk in London, 
and has published his results in an in­ 
teresting pamphlet on “Tea and the 
Effects of Tea Drinking.” He points 
out that when tea was first introduced 
into England it was looked upon as a 
medicine rather than as a beverage. 
In 1657 a merchant named T. Garwey 
published an advertisement sheet ex­ 
tolling the beneficial effects of tea, and 
inviting purchasers to taste it at his 
office in the city. The first official no­ 
tice is found in an act of Charles II., 
in which a duty of 8d. is imposed upon 
every gallon of tea cold. During the 
18th century the drinking of tea grad­ 
ually became fashionable, but it was 
not until wbll into the 19th century 
that its use became general. In the 
years between 1801 
and 
1810, 
the 
amount of tea annually consumed per 
head of population 
was 
only 
1.41 
pounds; but by 1901-3 it had risen to 
6.10 pounds per head, a quantity much 
in excess of that consumed in most 
continental countries. In some of the 
British colonies, still greater quanti­ 
ties are drunk, the amounts in differ­ 
ent parts of Australia, for instance, 
ranging from 6.14 to 10.07 pounds per 
head. 


This large consumption of tea must 
unquestionably have its effect 
upon 
the health of the nation; and there Is 
medical evidence that many cases of 
lunacy are to be attributed to exces­ 
sive tea drinking. 
The chief active 
agent in tea is an alkaloid which is 
believed to be identical with the caff­ 
eine in coffee. It is to this alkaloid that 
tea owes its stimulating action upon 
the nerves. 
To the other important 
constituent, the tannin, are attributed 
most of the well known injurious ef­ 
fects of excessiv etea drinking. 
In 
Dr. Tebb’s experiments to determine 
the proportion of these two substances 
in the tea as drunk in London, infu­ 
sions were prepared from 43 represent­ 
ative samples of different origin, eight 
grammes of tea being treated for five 
minutes with 600 cubic centimeters of 
boiilng water in each case. The av­ 
erage amount of alkaloid found in the 
infusions from Indian tea was 
2.84 
percent, while Ceylon tea gave 
2.64 
percent, and China tea 2.40 percent.

WOMAN BRAVES FROZEN NORTH 


After a trip cf 1100 miles through 


tae unknown northland, Mrs. Beech 
has arrived in Winnipeg witi. her hus- 
band and son, none tse worse for 
the trip, which was the longest ever 
undertaken by a white woman under 
similar conditions. 
With eighteen 


dogs they left their homestead north 
of the Churchill River on December 
10, the trip occupying a little more 
than three months. Their adventures 
and 
the 
privations 
they suffered 


were far worse than they had ex- 
pected. 


Mrs. Beech Is more than fifty-five 


years old, and the trip -was made 
against the advice of traders in the 
Far North. She arrived, however, ia 
excellent health, aad as soon as spring 
opens up the district will be ready 
and willing to return to the home- 
stead, but will make the journey by 
canoe instead of dog sled. For the 
first week the snow was in first-class 
condition 
for fast time 
and they 


reached the Kelson River on the sev- 
enth day out. They found the river 
flowing, however, and crossing im- 
possible. 
Food was scarce, and after 


twenty-three days in which they were 
close to starvation they were able to 
cross the river and obtain supplies 
from the Hudsafa Bay post. 
How- 


ever, supplies were low at York Fac- 
tory, and they were unable to obtain 
many of what generally are regarded 
as the necessaries of life. 


For forty-five days Beech and his 


wife and their son were continuously 
on snow-shoes. The worst erperience 
of the trip was from January 23 to 
27, when the thermometer registered 
sixty below zero. 
The party man- 


aged to kill a polar bear, which pro- 
vided needed food for the travelers 
and their dogs, the skin eventually 
being disposed of to the Hudson's 
Bay Company for §20. 
Beech wit- 


nessed a queer Indian funeral on his 
way down. It was that of Chief Sin- 
clair, of the Norway House Indians, 
the body being followed to the grave 
by 3000 members of his tribe. 


Beech was once a prominent mem- 


ber of the Winnipeg Grain Exchange, 
but several years ago lost heavily on 
wheat and then decided to go into 
the north country for rest and as a 
means of earning a livelihood-—Win-

Ragged Mountain, New Hampshire.

On several occasions the mis- 
sionaries had dressed their wounds 
or sor^'3.

Touaregs 
Invited them to their homes in the 
desert, and later gave them 
assu- 
rances of ihelr protection and a safe 
conduct south, which they accepted." 


"With Touaregs, Pere Michel?" I 
exclaimed in surprise. 


"Touaregs from the west of IgidJ, 
I believe, monsieur." 
I knew the 
reputation these robbers of caravans 
bore irom Lake Tchad to the Medi- 
terranean, a reputation for all that is 
fierce, treacherous and cruel. 
I bad 
run across them in the suks of desert 
towns down in Tripoli where they 
came to buy camels and dates. 
Tail 
sinewy, cat-like fellows with a cloth 
—blue, 
black 
or 
white—coveNng 
the lov/er half of the face to lessen 
evaporation, 
and long, 
cross-hUted 
knives 
in scabbards 
attached 
by 
leather bracele^ts to their wrists." 


"But it wap* suicide, Pere Michel, 
to have placed 
their lives in 
tho 
hands of Touaregs from the 
JgUU 
Desert/' 


"Ah, monsieur, the Arabs 
ftmong 
wiiom they dwell tried to dissuade 
them, but the possibility of reaching 
their

Timbuctu, 
now seemed assured.

when they passed beyond the sand- 
hills their whereabouts and happen- 
ings were shrouded in the greatest 
mystery, and 
they 
disappeared 
as 
completely as though the earth had 
swallowed them up. 
No communica- 
tion from 
them of any 
kind over 
reached their friends hero at Malson

WOMAN BRAVES FROZEN NORTH 


After a trip of 1100 miles through 
the unknown northland, Mrs, Beech 
has arrived in Winnipeg wit/, her hus- 
band and son, none the worse for 
the trip, which was the longest ever 
undertaken by a white woman under 
similar 
conditions. 
With 
eighteen 
dogs they left their homestead north 
of the Churchill River on December 
10, the trip occupying a little more 
than three months. 
Their adventures 
and 
the 
privations 
they suffered 
were far worse than they had ex- 
pected, 


Mrs. Beech is more than 
fifty-five 
years old, and thfe trip was 
made 
against the advice of traders in the 
Far North. 
She arrived, however, in 
excellent health, and as soon as spring 
opens up the district will be ready 
and willing to return to the home- 
stead, but will make the Journey by 
canoe Instead of dog sled. 
For the 
first week the snow was in 
first-class 
condition 
for fast time 
and they 
reached the Nelson River on the sev- 
enth day out. 
They found the river 
flowing, 
however, and crossing im- 
possible, 
Food was scarce, and after 
twenty-three days in which they were 
close to starvation they were able to 
cross the river and obtain supplies 
from the Hudsoli Bay post. 
How- 
ever, supplies were low at York Fac- 
tory, and they were unable to obtain 
many of what generally are regarded 
as the necessaries of life. 


For forty-five days Beech and his 
wife and their son were continuously 
on snow-shoes. 
The worst etperience 
of the trip was from January 23 to 
27, when the thermometer registered 
sixty below zero. 
The party man- 
aged to kill a polar bear, which pro- 
vided needed food for the travelers 
and their dogs, the skin eventually 
being disposed of to the Hudson's 
Bay Company for $20. 
Beech wit- 
nessed a queer Indian funeral on his 
way down. 
It was that of Chief Sin- 
clair, of the Norway House Indians, 
the body being followed to t h e grave 
by 3000 members of his tribe. 


Beech was once a prominent mem- 
ber of the Winnipeg Grain Exchange, 
but several years ago lost heavily on 
wheat and then decidcd to go Into 
the north country for rest and as a 
means of earning a livelihood.—Win- 
nipeg

loser to them. Tho Murphys thought 
little of the matter until they rea- 
lized that the wolves were on their 
track, following them at good speed.

leaders snapped at their heels. 


In his hurry to reach safety Tom 
toro off a portion of'his clothing on 
broken branches, and without food 
or overcoats the men kept In the 
tree all through the night, which to 
them seemed to last for ages. 


When morning came the 
wolves 
scattered out of sight, but the hun- 
ters managed 
to pick off nine of 
them, for which they collected $135 
in bounty here to-day, being $15 for 
each wolf. 


Of late timber wolves have become 
very bold, owing to scarcity of small 
animals which they feed on, and sev- 
eral instances 
have 
been 
recorded 
since Christmas where they have fol- 
lowed men and made efforts to attack 
then].

STRAWBERRIES

We set them in spring, cul- 
tivate and hoe during the summer, 
and keep them for only one crop, 
planting a fresh bed every season.—

PULLING GARDEN POSTS, 
An easy and practical method of 
pulling garden posts, by which all 
digging and hand labor is eliminated, 
is shown in cut. 
Take a plank, one 
foot wide, four feet long, and make 
a V-shaped notch at ono end, nailing 
on several 
crosspieces to 
prevent 
splitting. 
This 
plank is 
used to 
change the horizontal 
draft to 
the 
vertical. 
Place one end of the rliain 


around the post close to the ground, 
incline the plank against the post so 
the lower end will be one and one- 
half feet from the base of the post, 
place the chain in the notch of the 
plank, hitch the team to. tho post 
and start up. 
In a few seconds the 
post is clear of the ground. 
In mov- 
ing fences, says the Farm and Home, 
the chain should be attached to the 
rear axle of the wagon so the posts 
may be loaded and hauled to the nev^ 
location. 


PHLOXES. 


The beautiful trailing phloxes such 
as P. subulata 
and 
its 
varieties 
brighten up the front of the borders. 
They are fine for edgings, and tho 
many 
varieties keep 
up a display 
over a long season. 
The tall late 
flowering 
phloxes are 
among the 
finest 
of 
herbaceous 
plants, and 
should be in every garden. 
They are 
too well known to need describing, 
are varied in color and thrive any- 
where. 
Buy good varieties and keep 
them true to name If possible. 
The 
pure whites and bright reds are the 
best.—Indianapolis News. 


PLANTING 
EVERGREENS. 


There is no v/onderful secret in 
successful evergreen planting. 
Car4 
should be taken to get hardy stock 
before growth begins in the spring. 
Under no circumstances should 
the 
roots be permitted to dry out. 
Before 
planting cultivate the ground care- 
fully. 
Do not set trees loosely In the 
ground, as tTiis permits them to be 
blown about by tho wind and gives 
the soil best conditions for drying. 
Firm the soil about the trees with 
the heel and then sprinkle a little 
loose dirt over the firmed surface. A 
mulch of old straw or hay spread 
over the ground between tho trees 
in the spring is very helpful. 
In ex- 
posed places a hedge of willow or 
Russian olive planted around them 
is almost essential.—The Forester. 


PECAN GROVES 
PROFITABLE. 


Strung along at a few points north 
of Jackson on the Illinois Central a 
few years ago some enterprising gen- 
tlemen established pecan groves. We 
remember two years after ono grove 
of about 5000 trees was set out in a 
territory 
previously given 
over to 
commercial 
fertilizer, short 
staple 
cotton and poor white people. 
The 
natives 
were 
exceedingly 
amused 
that a man could be so visionary as 
to expect to get any return for money 
thus 
Invested. 
There 
were even 
more enlightened people who passed 
by on comfortable trains and smiled 
at the experiment. 
To-day that grove 
IS keeping its owner in clover and 
he can go to Europe every summer 
if he is so inclined.—Meridan Star,

That the modern woiiian considers 
herself very much emancipated 
in 
every rospect and a distinctly supe- 
rior being to her sister of previous 
centuries and other countries is an 
established belief of the present time. 
This is undoubtedly true in most in- 
stances, but it is also to bo remarked 
that the eternal feminine clings to 
certain primitive customs and habits, 
which still prevail among the less ad- 
vanced nations, and the most up-to- 
date woman of the present time 
is 
really reverting to her savage ances- 
try -svhen she adorns her head with 
barbaric ornaments and headgear, or 
swathes her face In heavy meshes of 
tulle and net, which only differ In 
kind and variety from the face cloths 
worn by the women of the Eastern 
nations or the veiled ladies of the 
Turkish harems. 


A short walk or drive through our 
streets during the daytime at present 
reveals almost as strange and varied 
an assortment of veils and head cov- 
erings as could be found in any mu- 
seum, where a collection of women's 
headgear had been on exhibition. Veil- 
ing the face Is, of course, more or 
less of a protection for the skin, and 
tho modern custom of the chiffon 
and tulle veils, which are so artisti- 
cally draped over the hat and tied 
In loose bows under the chin is the 
direct outcome of automobiling. 
In 
the first stage of the motor craze, 
veils were strictly utilitarian, 
and 
anything but becoming to the wearer. 
These were gradually superseded by 
softer textures and more becoming 
colors, and the motor veil of to-day 
is, like its wearer, a thing of beauty, 
though hardly a joy forever. 


With the advent of the picturesque 
costumes of the last century, the Van 
Dyck and Gainsborough hats, 
with 
their long sweeping plumes came into 
fashion again, necessitating the cor- 
respondingly large and 
voluminous 
veil to drape over these same exag- 
gerated plumes, so that the wearer is 
in many instances completely hidden 
beneath their meshes and lace trim- 
med 
borders. 
Picturesqueness 
is 
such a marked feature 
of 
modern 
dress, however, that the veil plays 
the most important part in the acces- 
sories of the costume, and one or two 
at least of these same lace or net or 
embroidered chiffon veils must be in- 
cluded in the average woman's ward- 
robe. 


Exquisite in color, design and ma- 
terial as these lace and net veils are, 
they are not always, or by any means 
as becoming as the simpler and less 
elaborate veilings, which are every- 
where to be found, and besides the 
lace veil, or. more properly speaking, 
scarf, one must have an assortment 
of the dotted and chiffon veiling. The 
rage for colpr in everything, which 
has come 'n vogue during the last 
year, has again brought into fashion 
the dotted nets, in colors which for a 
time were considered extremely bad 
form, and we are 
quite accustomed 


this winter to tho somewhat startling 
effects and large dots of color, of tho 
solid shades with the dots that match, 
giving a rather theatrical appearance, 
it is true, to the wearer, and a rather 
dlstractive to the eyo of the ownor. 


Purple, which is tho most fashion- 
able shade of the winter, though be- 
coming to the general wearer, Is of- 
ten very trying when worn against 
tho face in a veil of solid eolor, and 
it is better oftentimes to refrain from 
following tho extreme of the fashion 
In this as In othor respects. 
Many 
people, in spite of changes of fash- 
ion, retain tholr 
fondness 
for 
the 
plain close meshed veiling In black 
or white, with a medium sized chen- 
ille dot, which is always, it is said, 
the safest, and as a rule tho most be- 
coming to tho average woman; while 
for thosG who wish to carry out the 
scheme of color of tho costume and 
hat, there are many black meshed 
veilings with dots of the required col- 
or to be found. 


In choosing a veil it is generally 
better to select ono 
with 
a 
mesh 
which is clear and distinct, with one 
thread if possible, forming n squaro 
design, and the dots placed not far 
apart, as tho pattern veilings, ospo- 
cially in black, are apt to make tho 
skin look wrinkled. 


Tho French volllugs, except those 
of the most extreme type, generally 
come in the same mesh, and are rath- 
er more expensive in conseauence, as 
the dots are placed quite near togeth- 
er, 
Inexpensive veilings, however, 
can bo found if ono takes a little 
time and trouble to look for them, 
and Is not led away by the variety 
and striking appearance of the novel- 
ty veilings. 


One of the prettiest and most be- 
coming of all veils is the pepper and 
salt, or the white mefeh veiling with 
a small black chenille dot. 
The 
white against tho skin softens 
and 
clears tho completion, and black dots 
give a peculiarly smart effect when 
worn with a black hat or indeed any 
colored head.q:ear. 
Many of these 
veils come now in white with a fancy 
black dot or spot placed at Irregular 
intervals, and a combination of two 
sizes of dots, large and small, is also 
very smart; but for general wear the 
first mentioned, as in the black veil- 
ing. is certainly the most becoming. 


Even if one is not an automobilist, 
the motor veil is a very useful thing 
to have nowadays, for with the high 
winds and dusty streets the chiffon 
veil is a great protection to the skin, 
and the modern fashion of arranging 
the veil so that it covers the hat and 
face and ties 
firmly 
in 
the 
back, 
where it can be pinned with a pretty 
gold or jeweled clasp, is a very nec- 
essary addition to the costume. 
Sew- 
ing silk or chiffon veils, which come 
in all tho soft shades, are to be had 
very reasonably, and can 
ht 
worn 
simply for protection over the other 
dotted veils, though this is somewhat 
trying to the eye.—New York Times. 


Elli Multiplying in New Hampshire. 


Ragged Mountain, New Hampshire, 
Is the home of a herd of forty-eight 
elk, the only animals of the species 
running wild in America east of the 
Rocky Mountains. 
The 
herd • from 
which these animals are descended 
consisted of four bulls and eight cows 
which were liberated on the property 
of the Ragged Mountain Fish 
and 
Game Club in 1003, having been re- 
ceived as a gift from the Blue Moun- 
tain Forest Association, which 
was 
organized by the heirs of Austin Cor- 
bln to hold and manage an extensive 
reservation for the rearing of buffalo, 
elk. deer, wild boars and other game 
animals. 
Under the Jaw 
of 
NPW 
Hampshire 
the 
elk 
are 
protected 
throughout the year, but it Is said 
that two of the herd have been shot, 
although 
the offenders have 
never 
been brought to justice. 
Game en- 
thusiasts say that if the herd contin- 
ues to increase at the same rate in 
the futui'e as in the past, elk will be 
as common in the State as red deer 
now are. 
The animals browse upon 
the evergreens, poplars and maples 
of the mountains through the spring 
and summer, but in late fall and win- 
ter venture near the village of Potter 
Place, which is about thirtj'-five miles 
north of Concord, being drawn to- 
ward 
human 
habitations by their 
search 
for 
apples and other food. 
Their favorite place for sleeping In 
the winter is on the tops of the high- 
est peaks, where they are without 
shelter from rocks or trees. 
The 
farmers are beginning to fear damage 
from the big animals, some of which 
stand as high as a horse and weigh 
about 650 pounds, and it may I'rf that 
they will make application 
to 
the 
State authorities to 
prevent 
them 
from injuring their crops.- - Leslie's,

A nasturtium plant has thousands 
of such "eyes" on its leaves, but It is 
not yet known if the plant can actu- 
ally see. 
Are the sense impressions 
telegraphed 
to some central 
nerve 
corresponding with the brain of tho 
animal kingdom? 


In addition to this visional organ, 
many plants show a touch of sensi- 
tiveness that poihts to further re- 
semblance to animals; while certain 
seaweeds and mosses 
in 
an 
early 
stage of their evistence are able to 
actually swim through the water.— 
London Answers.

I started slide after slide, 
saved myself by pawing the hot stuff 
on all fours, or by sudden balancing. 
My heart beat furiously.

Food was scarce, and after 
twenty-three days in which they were 
close to starvation they were able to 
cross the river and obtain supplies 
from the Hudstfh Bay post.

tory, and they were unable to obtain 
many of what generally are regarded 
as the necessaries of life. 


For forty-five days Beech and his 
wife and their son were continuously 
on snow-shoes. The worst experience 
of the trip was from January 23 to 
°7, when the thermometer registered 
sixty below zero. 
The party man­ 
aged to kill a polar bear, which pro­ 
vided needed food for the travelers 
and their dogs, the skin eventually 
being disposed of to the Hudson’s 
Bay Company for $20. 
Beech wit­ 
nessed a queer Indian funeral on his 
way down. 
It was that of Chief Sin­ 
clair, of the Norway House Indians, 
the body being followed to th e grave 
by 3000 members of his tribe. 


Beech was once a prominent mem­ 
ber of the Winnipeg Grain Exchange, 
but several years ago lost heavily on 
wheat and then decided to go into 
the north country for rest and as a 
means of earning a livelihood.— Win­

Under no circumstances should the 
roots be permitted to dry out. 
Before 
planting cultivate the ground care­ 
fully. 
Do not set trees loosely in the 
ground, as this permits them to be 
blown about by tho wind and gives 
the soil best conditions for drying. 
Firm the soil about the trees with 
the heel and then sprinkle a little 
loose dirt over the firmed surface. A 
mulch of old straw or hay spread 
over the ground between the trees 
in the spring is very helpful. 
In ex­ 
posed places a hedge of willow or 
Russian olive planted around them 
is almost essential.— The Forester,

That the modern woman considers 
herself very much emancipated

This is undoubtedly true in most in­ 
stances, but it is also to bo remarked 
that the eternal feminine clings to 
certain primitive customs and habits, 
which still prevail among the less ad­ 
vanced nations, and the most up-to- 
date woman of the present time is 
really reverting to her savage ances­ 
try when she adorns her head with 
barbaric ornaments and headgear, or 
swathes her face in heavy meshes of 
tulle and net, which only differ in 
kind and variety from the face cloths 
worn by the women of the Eastern 
nations or the veiled ladies of the 
Turkish harems. 


A short walk or drive through our 
streets during the daytime at present 
reveals almost as strange and varied 
an assortment of veils and head cov­ 
erings as could be found in any mu­ 
seum, where a collection of women’s 
headgear had been on exhibition. Veil­ 
ing the face is, of course, more or 
less of a protection for the skin, and 
tho modern custom of the chiffon 
and tulle veils, which are so artisti­ 
cally draped over the hat and tied 
in loose bows under the chin is the 
direct outcome of automobiling. 
In 
the first stage of the motor craze, 
veils were strictly utilitarian, 
and 
anything but becoming to the wearer. 
These were gradually superseded by 
softer textures and more becoming 
colors, and the motor veil of to-day 
is, like its wearer, a thing of beauty, 
though hardly a joy forever. 


With the advent of the picturesque 
costumes of the last century, the Van 
Dyck and Gainsborough hats, with 
their long sweeping plumes came into 
fashion again, necessitating the cor­ 
respondingly large and voluminous 
veil to drape over these same exag­ 
gerated plumes, so that the wearer is 
in many instances completely hidden 
beneath their meshes and lace trim ­ 
med 
borders. 
Picturesqueness 
is 
such a marked feature of 
modern 
dress, however, that the veil plays 
the most important part in the acces­ 
sories of the costume, and one or two 
at least of these same lace or net or 
embroidered chiffon veils must be in­ 
cluded in the avei'age woman’s ward­ 
robe. 


Exquisite in color, design and ma­ 
terial as these lace and net veils are, 
they are not always, or by any means 
as becoming as the simpler and less 
elaborate veilings, which are every­ 
where to be found, and besides the 
lace veil, or, more properly speaking, 
scarf, one must have an assortment 
of the dotted and chiffon veiling. The 
rage for color in everything, which 
has come in vogue during the last 
year, has again brought into fashion 
the dotted nets, in colors which for a 
time were considered extremely bad 
form, and we are 
quite accustomed 


this winter to the somewhat startling 
effects and large dots of color, of the 
solid shades with the dots that match, 
giving a rather theatrical appearance, 
it is true, to the wearer, and a rather 
distinctive to the eye of the owner. 


Purple, which is the most fashion- 
ablo shado of the winter, though be­ 
coming to the general wearer, is of­ 
ten very trying when worn against 
the face in a veil of solid color, and 
it is better oftentimes to refrain from 
following tho extreme of the fashion 
in this as in other respects. 
Many 
people, in spite of changes of fash­ 
ion, retain their fondness for the 
plain close meshed veiling in black 
or white, with a medium sized chen­ 
ille dot, which is always, it is said, 
the safest, and as a rule tho most be­ 
coming to the average woman; while 
for those who wish to carry out the 
scheme of color of tho costume and 
hat, there are many black meshed 
veilings with dots of the required col­ 
or to be found. 


In choosing a veil it is generally 
better to select one 
with 
a mesh 
which is clear and distinct, with one 
thread if possible, forming a square 
design, and the dots placed not far 
apart, as tho pattern veilings, espe­ 
cially in black, are apt to make tho 
skin look wrinkled. 


Tho French veilings, except those 
of the most extreme type, generally 
come in the same mesh, and are rath­ 
er more expensive in consequence, as 
the dots are placed quite near togeth­ 
er. 
Inexpensive veilings, however, 
can bo found if one takes a little 
time and trouble to look for them, 
and is not led away by the variety 
and striking appearance of the novel­ 
ty veilings. 


One of the prettiest and most be­ 
coming of all veils is the pepper and 
salt, or the white mefeh veiling with 
a small black chenille dot. 
The 
white against the skin softens and 
d e a rs tho completion, and black dots 
give a peculiarly smart effect when 
worn with a black hat or indeed any 
colored headgear. 
Many of these 
veils come now in white with a fancy 
black dot or spot placed at irregular 
intervals, and a combination of two 
sizes of dots, large and small, is also 
very smart; but for general wear the 
first mentioned, as in the black veil­ 
ing, is certainly the most becoming. 


Even if one is not an automobilist, 
the motor veil is a very useful thing 
to have nowadays, for with the high 
winds and dusty streets the chiffon 
veil is a great protection to the skin, 
and the modern fashion of arranging 
the veil so that it covers the hat and 
face and ties firmly 
in 
the 
back, 
where it can be pinned with a pretty 
gold or jeweled clasp, is a very nec­ 
essary addition to the costume. 
Sew­ 
ing silk or chiffon veils, which come 
in all the soft shades, are to be had 
very reasonably, and can be 
worn 
simply for protection over the other 
dotted veils, though this is somewhat 
trying to the eye.— New York Times. 


Elk Multiplying in New Hampshire. 


Ragged Mountain, New Hampshire, 
is the home of a herd of forty-eight 
elk, the only animals of the species 
running wild in America east of the 
Rocky Mountains. 
The herd • from 
which these animals are descended 
consisted of four bulls and eight cows 
which were liberated on the property 
of the Ragged Mountain Fish and 
Game Club in 1003, having been re­ 
ceived as a gift from the Blue Moun­ 
tain Forest Association, which was 
organized by the heirs of Austin Cor­ 
bin to hold and manage an extensive 
reservation for the rearing of buffalo, 
elk, deer, wild boars and other game 
animals. 
Under the law 
of 
New 
Hampshire 
the elk 
are 
protected 
throughout the year, but it is said 
that two of the herd have been shot, 
although the offenders have never 
been brought to justice. 
Game en­ 
thusiasts say that if the herd contin­ 
ues to increase at the same rate in 
the future as in the past, elk will be 
as common in the State as red deer 
now are. 
The animals browse upon 
the evergreens, poplars and maples 
of the mountains through the spring 
and summer, but in late fall and win­ 
ter venture near the village of Potter 
Place, which is about thirty-five miles 
north of Concord, being drawn to­ 
ward 
human 
habitations by their 
search 
for 
apples and other food. 
Their favorite place for sleeping in 
the winter is on the tops of the high­ 
est peaks, where they are without 
shelter from rocks or trees. 
The 
farmers are beginning to fear damage 
from the big animals, some of which 
stand as high as a horse and weigh 
about 650 pounds, and it may 1»^ that 
they will make application to the 
State authorities to 
prevent 
them 
from injuring their crops.» - Lillie’s.

eyes placed on their leaves. They are 
tiny 
protuberances, 
filled 
with 
a 
transparent, gummy mixture, which 
focuses the rays of light upon a sen­ 
sitive patch of tissue behind them. 


A nasturtium plant has thousands 
of such “eyes” on its leaves, but it is 
not yet known if the plant can actu­ 
ally see. 
Are the sense impressions 
telegraphed to some central nerve 
corresponding with the brain of tho 
animal kingdom? 


In addition to this visional organ, 
many plants show a touch of sensi­ 
tiveness that poihts to further re­ 
semblance to animals; while certain

one-half have made reports. 
Success- 
ful inoculation Is indicated by the 
growth of nodules on the roots, from 
which the nitrogen drawn from tha 
air is fed to the plant and to the 
surrounding soil. 
The effect is not 
only to increase the crop of legumes 
and In every way improve it, but 
also to enrich the land for subse- 
quent crops of different natures. 


Perhaps few facts could show more 
impressively the revolution that la 
taking 
place 
in practical farming 
than this pro.cess of inoculation. 


A better Idea of the value of inocu- 
lation can be obtained from the re- 
ports of the farmers. 
Thus one who 
used alfalfa writes: "The Inoculated 
crop did fine, while the uninoculated 
was a failure and always has been so 
far." 
Another, 
using 
red 
clover, 
says: "Inoculated crop strong and 
healthy. 
All the seed 'of the unin- 
oculated died In forty to sixty days, 
as did every uninoculated clover field 
In the vicinity." 
One who planted 
the cowpea says: "In the inoculated 
field the Increase of peas over the un- 
inoculated was fully three to one. 
As to hay, about two and a half tons 
to the acre In favor of the inocu- 
lated." 
Still another writes: ''Three 
tons of hay from an acre of inocu- 
lated seed, one-half ton on land not 
inoculated." 


Scientific farming may prevent the 
realization of Sir William's doleful 
prophecy. 
It obviously means an 
enormous increase in the products of

Some years ago I made a mental 
resolve not to buy any commodity 
whatever or patronize any enterprise 
that was advertised upon a billboard, 
fence, barn or rock in the open coun- 
try. 
I have Just read an article in 
The Craftsman for January headed 
"To Boycott the Billboard." 
The 
author gives a number of suggestions 
such as 
organizing 
societies 
with 
members pledged to this object, and 
tells us of movements In Great Brit- 
ain and here having this in view. All 
of which has not so far and will never 
amount to a hill of beans. 
The rea- 
son of this is that not enough people 
are sufficiently Interested to take the 
trouble to attend meetings of an or- 
ganized society, to say nothing of or- 
ganizing and going about soliciting 
members. 


You can't reach this crime against 
nature through legislation ap a man's 
land is his own, as his house is his 
castle, and a law preventing his ex- 
hibiting or permitting the exhibition 
of an unobjectionable sign thereby 
would surely be unconstltuticmal. 


So far as I know I have flocked 
alone in this heroic resolve, all the 
time trying to devise 
some 
plan 
whereby I can get zn organized sup- 
port without an organization. 
It has 
now occurred to me that the follow- 
ing would be practicable, and if prop- 
erly launched could be made effective 
and v/ould put out of buslr.ess every 
fencG, billboard and rock artist In the 
country. 


At the first newspaper editow' con- 
vention (I understand they have an 
associG.tIon In every State) let them 
be resolved that all shall Insert in 
their columns a form of pledge which 
their readers are to be invited to sign, 
cut out and return to the paper. 


This will inspire editorial articles 
which will tend to shame the farmer 
and make It more difflcult for the bill- 
board man to hire the privilege. 


The action of one State association, 
I venture to say, will be followed by 
a similar movement 
all 
over 
the 
counti'y. 
Of course it will be met 
with the objection that newspapers 
could not afford valuable space in 
continued issues, for to be effective it 
must be kept up. The answer to this 
Is that while doing a great good they 
are diverting a large amount of mon- 
ey spent in advertising into a legiti- 
mate channel, the columns of a news- 
paper. 


Possibly in some cases the Influ- 
ence of the large advertiser would be 
too great, but I have observed that ! 
the billboard :aan seldom does much 
newspaper 
advertising, 
so 
while 
sweeping from God's green country 
the soap, castor oil and baking pow- 
der ads Isn't It possiUle the newspaper 
man may be doing a very good stroke 
of business?

Being too poor to keep a servant, 
the Dowager Tsarina Dagmar of Rus- 
sia, one of his daughters, used to help 
her mother to do the household work 
and tako care of the younger children. 
During this period there were King 
Fredei'ick VII., and several others in 
the 
direct 
line of succossion. that 
stood before Prince Christian, but. by 
a succession of deaths that occurred 
he became the heir 
apparent, and 
after the death of 
King Frederick 
VII., In 1SG3. he was proclaimed King 
Christian IX.. of Denmark. 


Another instance of a similar na- 
ture is that of Louis PhlHiipo. 
Dur- 
ing the time he 
was 
exiled 
from 
Prance, then being the Due De Chart- 
res, he became a teacher of mathe- 
matics and geography In Switzerland. 
About 3G or 37 years afterwards, on 
August 9, 1830. he was proclaimed 
King Louis Philippe of the French.— 
Pearson's Weekly.

the roof for a good start toward the 
skies; but only to be disappointed. 
The calculations were demonstrably 
correct, and the prophets were in no 
way to blame for the failure. 


Long-tailed comets have been a 
frequent source of widespread alarm 
and even despair. 
Not all the sa­ 
vants of the French Academy could 
convince the people of France, in­ 
cluding many of the clergy, that an 
especially brilliant comet in the early 
part of the present century would not 
strike the earth and smash It Into 
bits. 


Not even the solemn persons who 
are addicted to science are all above 
doing a little in the fortune telling 
line. 
No less a personage in that 
realm than Professor Piazzi Smith, 
astronomer royal of Scotland, fore­ 
cast to a day the world’s end, basing 
his prediction on incontestible meas­ 
urements oM he pyramids. 
His read­ 
ings were far more ingenious and 
convincing than were those of Igna­ 
tius Donnelly on the Shakespeare- 
Bacon puzzle. 


Why the Astronomer Was Wrong. 
Like those of Mr. Pancks in “Lit­ 
tle D orrit/' the figures of the astron­ 
omer were right. 
It was clear that 
the world had to end at the time he 
noted. 
Only some change which con­ 
cerned the earth's enduranco can ac­ 
count for the existence of the pres­ 
ent generation of men, so long after 
depopulation and general destruction 
should have taken place. 
Another 
person of science in Europe was as­ 
sured that a great tidal wave would 
engulf New York and Hoboken soon 
after the explosion of Mont Pelse. It 
did not. 


More scientific and far more seri­ 
ous was the prophecy of Sir William 
Crooks, president of the British As­ 
sociation for 
the Advancement of 
Science, who was backed by the great 
body of men versed in the ologies. He 
declared that at a not distant period 
and in the course of a single genera­ 
tion the entire human race would 
perish by starvation. 
He held this 
to be the inevitable result of the rap­ 
id exhaustion of nitrogen, the vital 
element of the soil. 
This served the 
novelist, H. G. Wells, as m atter for a 
characteristic tale. 
He fancied that 
such a calamity, as stupendous as the 
great flood, should have its Noah— 
Its wise man of foresight, who would 
construct a huge steel building with 
a reserve of. nitrogen which would al­ 
low him to raise food enough to pre­ 
serve himself and family from the 
general fate. 


Nobody challenged the melancholy 
conclusion of the eminent Sir Will­ 
iam. 
Nitrogen is produced in nature 
by processes infinitely slow, 
while 
multiplying and every hungry man 
consumes it in raising foodstuffs with 
steadily increasing rapidity. 
Until 
lately he has not thought of restoring 
It by any adequate means. 
It could 
be figured with some approach 
to 
accuracy how long the productiveness 
of the soil would be such as to main­ 
tain the life of the growing race. 
In 
the laboratory the chemist was at 
work on the problem of the artificial 
production of nitrogen, and happily 
he solved it. 
It can be done by the 
use of electricity, and with a few falls 
like those of Niagara it would be 
practicable to obtain an incalculable 
supply of that agent at a low price. 
So the fear of universal starvation 
became less distressing. 


Then it was discovered that nature 
has laboratories by which nitrogen is 
drawn from the air to enrich the soil. 
The agency in this case is beneficent 
bacteria. Alfalfa, red clover, the pea, 
bean and other legumes are such la­ 
boratories and to their roots the oac- 
teria attach themselves. 
One of the 
most interesting and important de­ 
velopments of scientific agriculture is 
that it is practicable to inoculate the 
legumes with bacteria and transfer 
them to poor and exhausted soils. 


Progress in Scientific Fanning. 
The latest prophecy of Sir William 
Crooks does not seem to take account 
of the progress of scientific farming 
in America. 
He affirmed that within 
the near future the world would be 
faced by a grevious shortage in the 
wheat supply. 
He quoted Hyde, the 
American statistician, to the effect 
that by the year 1931 this country, 
with a population of 130,009,000, 


would not be able to spare ft bush*! 
of wheat, corn, oats nor a ton of hay, 
for export. 
Domestic consumption 
would demand all cotton and wool, 
fruit and vegetables, dairy and pout* 
try products. 
The growth of acreage 
to population was already decreasing 
and the statistician could determine 
when no further acreage could 
be 
gained. 


To meet these contentions there 
are diversified crops, irrigation) the 
introduction of new products, and, 
especially, 
scientific 
farming. 
A 
paper recently issued by Karl F, Kel- 
lerman, 
physiologist in 
charge 
of 
soil bacteriology, contains some cf 
the results of 
legume 
inoculation. 
Of about S000 farmers who were 
Supplied with cultures 
more 
than 
one-half have made reports. Success­ 
ful Inoculation is indicated by the 
growth of nodules on the roots, from 
which the nitrogen drawn from the 
air is fed to the plant and to the 
surrounding soil. 
The effect is not 
only to increase the crop of legumes 
and In every way improve It, but 
also to enrich the land for subse­ 
quent crops of different natures. 


Perhaps few facts could show moro 
impressively the revolution that is 
taking 
place 
in practical farming 
than this pro.cess of Inoculation. 


A better Idea of the value of inocu­ 
lation can be obtained from the re­ 
ports of the farmers. 
Thus one who 
used alfalfa writes: “The Inoculated 
crop did fine, while the uninoculated 
was a failure and always has been so 
far." 
Another, 
using 
red 
clover, 
says: “ Inoculated crop strong and 
healthy. 
All the seed of the unin­ 
oculated died In forty to sixty days, 
as did every uninoculated clover field 
in the vicinity." 
One who planted 
the cowpea says: “In the inoculated 
field the increase of peas over the un­ 
inoculated was fully three to one. 
As to hay, about two and a half tons 
to the acre in favor of the inocu­ 
lated." 
Still another writes: “Three 
tons of hay from an acre of inocu­ 
lated seed, one-half ton on land not 
Inoculated." 


Scientific farming may prevent the 
realization of Sir William's doleful 
prophecy. 
It obviously means an 
enormous Increase in the products of 
the 
land 
and probably insures a 
greater 
proportionate 
increase 
of 
breadstuffs than of population.
